McCreery Realty Corporation that It had 
sold outright to Frederick F. Proctor the 
entln property on East One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, New York City, now 
known as "Proctor's One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street Theatre." The property com- 
Drlses in all eight city lots, Including 100ft 
SlnJon On* Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, 
and running through 201ft to One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth Street where there la a 
corresponding frontage of 100ft 6ln. 

The exact price Involved was not disclosed 
by the McCreery Co.. but It Is learned on ex- 
cellent authority that a sum .slightly In 
excess of $500,000 was paid by Mr. Proctor 
for the property, which Includes, In addition 
to the spacious theatre, a handsome five story 
brick and stone office building, with several 
handsome stores on the ground floor. The 
contracts for the purchase were signed last 
week and, after the usual searches, etc., tne 
deeds were placed in Mr. Proctor's possession 
at noon July 23, when he became absolute 
owner of the property, which for the past 
three years he has had under lease. 

It Is over ten years since Oscar Hammer- 
stein built on this site what he then chris- 
tened the Columbus Theatre, and originally 
devoted to the purpose of a popular price 
combination bouse.

Mr. Proctor at once 
renovated the house, and opened It In Au- 
gust, 1900, with high class vaudeville as the 
attraction. Six months later he Inaugurated 
the dramatic stock company which has since 
made the house one of the most profitable 
In Manhattan. 

In the face of the various rumors which 
of late have been circulated as to the future 
of thla theatre, It Is rather arousing to learn 
from Mr. Proctor, himself, tbat for a year 
or more he had contemplated purchasing the 
property, and tbat, In fact, be had loug held 
an option to buy It Bala Mr. Proctor : 

"Harlem has been very generous In Its 
support of my theatre, and I take It that 
my heavy permanent Investment there will 
be an evidence that I am not unappreclatlve 
of the loyalty of my uptown patrons. I am 
a firm believer In the great future growth 
of amusement enterprises In the npper sec- 
tion of the city, and I have made this large 
purchase without the slightest doubt as to 
the outcome." 

J. Crawford McCreery, representing the 
McCreery Realty Corporation, said: "Mr. 
Proctor was an excellent tenant, and he could 
have lengthened his lease of the bouse at 
any time, because of our thorough satis- 
faction with his enterprising, energetic and 
scrupulous business methods. But a chance 
remark as to the renewal of the lease led to 
an offer of purchase, and the deal was very 
quickly consummated. Several other the- 
atrical firms made tentative bids, but I may 
freely say that at no time was any other 
than Mr. Proctor's seriously considered." 

J. Austin Fynes, general manager for Mr. 
Proctor, said : "The sale to Mr. Proctor will 
now put at rest all the absurd rumors that 
have been abroad concerning this theatre. 
I may say that for the present no change 
In policy Is either contemplated or necessary. 
The Btock company — which has been a pleas- 
ant fixture with Harlem playgoers — will re- 
main Intact presenting weekly changes of 
bill, with high class vaudeville between the 
acts.

The entire house will be handsomely 
redecorated before snow files; the stage por- 
tion also will be radically Improved." 

Questioned as to the ultimate possibility 
of the theatre's changing Its present policy 
and Joining some one of the big syndicates, 
Mr. lynos rather guardedly sold: 'That all 
depends upon circumstances. Nowadays one 
has to look ahead rather cautiously. Mr.

They 
are cross railed and braced, and all painted 
with a new idea in coloring,, which makes 
it possible to roll the frame stuff up without 
Injury to the scenery, and also makes it 
possible to protect the scenery from the rain 
or being Jammed and battered up in trans- 
ferlng and on railroad trains, as It all rolls 
up in tarpaulins like drops, easy to handle 
and very simple to put together. We Im- 
agine this Is going to revolutionize the scen- 
ery for traveling organizations. We also 
are applying for a patent on a new clamp 
'for holding the drops to frames or battens. 
We also have a new and very valuable form- 
ula of dyes that do not contain acid or

HAHKY CORSON CLARKE. 

It Is but Just that on the role of those 
who have developed Western amusements the 
name of Harry Corson Clarke should find 
a prominent place, for Le Is one of the 
fathers of the Idea of the up to date stock 
company In that territory. Tbe comedian 
first went to Denver In 1804, when he waa 
a member of the stock company at tbe Ly- 
ceum Theatre, as It was then styled. This 
organization did not last long, however, and 
then, In tbe Fall of tbe next year, Harry 
Corson Clarke blossomed out as an actor 
manager, and tbe Lyceum became Clarke's 
homo of comedy. Then, as now, he be- 
lieved that the true mission of the theatre 
was the presentation of comedy, the amuse- 
ment of the people by the presenting of good, 
wholesome fun, and tbe bringing of laughter 
into en otherwise sordid world. Tbe Ly- 
ceum Theatre soon became the fashionable 
resort, and during the three months he had 
It Mr. Clarke made It the society theatre 
of Denver. In the middle of December, how- 
ever, owing to other arrangements, he had to 
leave Denver, and on Christmas Eve, 1895, 
he opened tbe Grand Opera House In Salt 
I/ake City. There he stayed for twelve 
months, and then, at Christmas, 1800, be 
opened at the Columbia Theatre, San Fran- 
cisco, where he stayed two years and a half. 
It was In this period that be performed the 
teat of playing two hundred and fifty parts 
In two hundred and fifty consecutive weeks. 
It was this work that brought on the serious 
Illness from which the comedian suffered for 
so long, but from which he Is now happily 
recovered. At the end of this time Mr. 
Clarke went oat as a star, playing "What 
Happened to Jones." It was In this play 
that be really became famous, for be toured 
It all over the country, and played It for 
three consecutive seasons. In 1002 be 
dropped this play and toured In "What 
Did Tomklns Do?" Another great success 
was In store for the young star, and he 
added to his already great popularity. Dur- 
ing the past season he baa been presenting 
Sydney Rosenfeid's farce, "His Absent Boy," 
and has everywhere scored a great artistic 
and financial success. It la in tola play that 
he will be seen again next season, opening 
In August, In Denver, Col., where he now 
hns his Summer headquarters. His old 
love — the stock season — Is still with him, 
however, and during the past forty three 
weeks' season he played three seasons In 
stock that proved entirely successful. He 
terms his stock engagements "Laugbtug Sea- 
sons," and be lives right up to his Idea. Mr. 
Clarke Is a member of Minneapolis Lodge, 
No. 44, B. P. 0. Elks, a good comedian, 
nnd has hosts of friends in every city. 

The Summer Outlngr. 
It Is disappointing to receive such meagre 
reportB of the Midsummer Outing Tourney 
of our State Cb. Association ; and doubly 
disappointing tbat only two chess orgnoi- 
uitions sent champions to contest possession 
of tbe Rice Trophy. But these entrants 
were good ones — H. M. Phillips for the Man- 
hattan C. C, and Otto Roethlng for the 
State Ch. Ass'n. After four gomes they 
stood at a tie ; the fifth was a draw, and 
n supplementary match will be contested in 
this city. Champion Phillips rather had 
the laboring oar, as be lost the first game 
thus:

The Championship Challenge. 

It appears to surprise some people that 
Mr. Marshall's challenge has been accepted 
by Dr. Lasker, with only a moderate change 
In the stipulations, vlx. : tbat the stakes be 
51,000 a side, and that the champion re- 
ceive $500 from the club getting the match. 
"This, says The Eagle, ''Is in every way 
reasonable, and completely refutes tbe sug- 
gestion that Marshall wonld be snubbed on 
the score of Inexperience. As a first class 
exhibition the match Is easily worth the 
sum mentioned to any organization, and the 
amount of stakes named Is even lower than 
expected. Marshall's friends in this couotry 
may now co-operate with his supporters 
abroad to good purpose. Since Issuing his 
challenge Mr. M. has explained that he did 
not name 1500 a side as an absolute stipula- 
tion, but merely as a basis for negotlotlon. 

"It will probably surprise most people to 
learn that Marshall's record vs. the world s 
leodlng masters In International tourna- 
ments Ib distinctly in his favor, as Is clear- 
ly sbown by G. C. Relchbelm, in The north 
American, of Philadelphia. 

"Marshall vs. Lasker, 1 to 0; vs. Msroc- 
iy, 3 to 8 ; vs. rillsbury, 4% to 2^ ; vs. 
Schlechter, 4% to 8% ; vs. Tarrasch, 1 to 
2, and vs. Tschlgorln, 3% to 3%." This 
elves us a total of 32 Important games, of 
which Marshall won 17% and lost 14%. It 
strikes us tbat, In the face of such a record 
as tbat, people should be a little chary of 
decrying Mr. Marshall's skill, and of pro- 
nouncing the result of events before they 
transpire. 

Anent the amount of the challenge fee, 
in championship matches, Bro. Spencer, St. 
Paul Dispatch, has some distinct and forc- 
ible opinions which we would like to repeat 
In full ; but as space forbids tbat, we give 
the closing papagraphs — amending the last 
one from $300 to $500 : 

"The championship of Western America 
Is open to challenge from any resident chess 
player of any State West of tbe Atlantic 
States. The challenge fee Is $25. Yet 
Uedemann, the present champion, has not 
yet been overburdened with challenges. 

"Tbe same rule must soon be adopted for 
the United States championship and tbe 
world's championship. A challenge fee or 
purse of $100 should be tbe rule of tbe 
United States championship, and $500 should 
be the rule of the world's championship fee. 
It has got to come to it Booner or later. 
With the purse of tbe dimensions stated tbe 
champions would be bothered very little, 
but nt the same time every chess player 
would have an opportunity to shy his castor 
in the ring — If he had tbe price. The Die- 
patch has said it. So be It. ' 

Queen's Co. (L. I.) C. C. — We have seen 
nothing for many a long year tbat so vivid- 
ly recalls memories of the glorious old Mor- 
phy Chess Rooms, a full history of which 
was given by Mlron in Checkmate, Vol. I., 
- as the following account of the Q's Co. C. 
C, by Hayward Cleveland, hi L. I. Maga- 
zine, for July, cited by Bro. Helms. Mr. C. 
says, in part: 

"In no sense Is this a personal organi- 
sation, 'for all men are equal who enter 
here.' One unfamiliar would naturally class 
It as a chess club whose smoke laden at- 
mosphere 1b unpunctured by sound. Here, 
the habitues will tell you, one enters leav- 
ing trouble behind, and for three or four 
brief hours gives himself over to a re-crea- 
tion. Absorbed, but not engrossed, he has 
time anl Inclination for raillery, a good 
story, a laugh. Life's sterner demands are 
forgotten, dull care rests not her heavy 
hand upon. • • • To be a member of 
the Queen's County Chess Club Ib to enjoy 
the privilege of a lively game of chess, amid 
pleasant surroundings and In good company, 
and to the outside world to be known as a 
true sportsman and a good fellow.''

Miss Percy Haswell'a stage career. In Its 
main features, at least, Is certainly familiar 
to ail theatregoers. Trained to the stage In 
the Daly companies, she bad every oppor- 
tunity to advance, and her natural ability 
soon came to her aid. Miss Haswell was 
born In Texas, tbe daughter of a public man, 
whose duties called Dim to Washington. 
There she was educated at a convent, and 
as a little girl she exhibited talent which 
caused her father to plan for her a career 
on the stage. Encouraged by his approval, 
Miss Haswell studied plays as well as books, 
and at the age of thirteen she was taken to 
New York and placed In the charge of Mrs. 
Waller, an old time actress, with old time 
theories of acting. Mrs. Waller Industriously 
drilled her young pupil in roles which the 
latter has learned to regard with rather 
more awe than enthusiasm. Long before 
Bhe reached the dignity of long skirts little 
Miss Haswell knew the lines of Juliet, and 
recited them with rare elect. She made her 
debut at fifteen, and for several years there- 
after was a member of Augustln Daly's 
forces, acting as understudy tor Ada Rehan, 
and appearing at Intervals at tbe head of 
Mr. Daly's traveling organization. Miss Has- 
well loft the Daly company to Join that of 
William H. Crane, and for three seasons she 
was bis leading woman. In the Spring of 
1809 she played an engagement as the lead- 
ing woman of a stock company In Washing- 
ton. Her success was so pronounced that she 
nccepted an offer to remain at the capital for 
the entire season. In the meantime, how- 
ever, she had become leading lady for Otis 
Skinner for his New York run In "Prince 
Otto." Then Bhe went to Baltimore, where 
she filled, for two years, with pronounced 
success, the position of star, artistic director 
and executive head of a permanent organiza- 
tion. During that time Miss Haswell made 
a number of notable Shakespearean produc- 
tions, In which she won personal triumphs 
of no Inconsiderable degree. Her debut as 
a star was made on Sept. 15, 1902. at Wash- 
ington, In "A Royal Family," under the di- 
rection of Henry B. Harris.

Hugb Morton has departed from the Prim- 
rose path of musical comedy for the nonce 
and has made his debut as a farcical writer. 
His latest effort, "Glittering Gloria," was 
produced on Tuesday night at Wyndham's 
Theatre, under tbe management of Frank 
Curion. The piece Is frankly and un- 
ashamedly a farce, but it has tbe distinct 
merit, not too often found In farces, of being 
Irresistibly funny. It goes with a roar 
through three acts, and In the end It would 
be difficult o analyse tbe cause of tbe 
amnBement It creates. The story Is in- 
genious. Gloria Grant Is an atractlve little 
chorus girl, who Is In the habit of receiving 
expensive presents from her acquaintances, 
and has recently set her heart upon a 
diamond necklace wblcb she hss seen In a 
jewelry store. This is to be given her by 
an old friend, Jack James, in memory of by- 
gone days, but as he Is now married the 
purchase Is to be made ostensibly by bis 
friend Archie Toddleby. Mrs. James ac- 
cldently discovers the purport of the gift, 
and to save himself her husband Invents a 
story that he was himself only an agent 
for a fictitious Minikins, and to heighten 
the effect of bis tale he presses Into his 
service a country solicitor named Zebedee 
Poskett, wbo consents to Impersonate tbe 
supposed purchaser. Tbe plot Is thickened 
by James and bis friend being discovered In 
Gloria's fiat, where they only escape by 
hiding In two trunks, in which they are 
packed off en route for America. They 
are eventually rescued from tbelr enforced 
confinement at tbe station, and peace Is re- 
stored by Gloria's returning the diamond 
necklace to the distraught wife. James 
Welch, as the solicitor, wbo Impersonates 
tbe fictitious Mllllklns, was exceedingly funny 
throughout, and he was aided by a bull- 
dog, which proved a valuable acquisition to 
the dramatic stage. Dorotby Drake mfde 
a pretty and fascinating Gloria, and the 
other roles were effectively borne by Laur- 
ence GroBsmlth, Stuart Champion, Jobn Dix- 
on, Lenox Pawle and Dora Barton. 

Some time ago I referred in these columns 
to the revival in Dickens' plays, or rather 
In the dramatizations of his novels. The 
movement seems to be Increasing In Interest, 
and now a writer In The Daily Chronicle 
says that It Is strange tbat no manager has 
thought it worth his While to revive any of 
this great writer's stage pieces. His comic 
burletta, entitled "A Strange Gentleman," 
was produced at tbe St. James Theatre on 
Sept. £0, 1830, under Braham's management, 
and ran for fifty nights, a long run In those 
days. "The Village Coquettes was mount- 
ed at the same house on Dec. 6, 1830. 
This Is the comic opera dedicated to 
Harley, who was the Martin Stokes, Bra- 
ham appearing as the Squire Norton, and 
the music was written oy John Mullah. 
Then there Is tbe farce, "Is Sbe His Wife?" 
which was ataged.at the St. James on March 
6, 1887. His other farce, "The Lompligbter," 
was to hove been produced at Drury Lane 
in 1838, but tbe piece did not please Mac- 
ready, and consequently it was not publicly 
played. With the aid of Wtlkle Collins, 
Dickens dramatized "No Thoroughfare," 
which was produced at the Adelphl on Dec. 
26, 1867, with Fetcher as Obehriezcr, and 
Webster as Joey Ladle, and "Mr. Nightin- 
gale's Diary" was the niece performed at the 
Devonshire honse on May 27, 1851, In the 
writing of which Mark Lemon had a large 
share. 

In Mr. Tree's revival of "Richard II," at 
His Majesty's, It will be found that be has 
arranged the tragedy In tbree acts, with 
about three scenes In each. Two of these 
latter will present very striking tableaux, 
illustrating, respectively, the entry of Bo- 
lingbrokc Into London, with Rlcbard as his 
prisoner, and the crowning of Henry IV, In 
Westminster Abbey. 

The Lyric Theatre closes July 25 so that 
the cast may enjoy a three weeks' holiday. 
On their return they will find "The Medal 
and the Maid" rewritten and repaired so as 
to make a further run.

Mrs. Warren, whose bun 
band, Charles Warren, Is the courteous ami 
able manager of tbe Wltmark publishing 
house in London, waa only thirty-four yen.-S 
of age. She had been 111 for a considerable 
period, nevertheless her demise came as a 
shock to her husband and relatives, and to 
tbe members of the professional colony lu 
Ixjndon. Tuberculosis, to which sbe fell a 
victim during her tour In South Africa, a 
couple of years ago, was the cause of her 
death. The funeral will take place on Satur- 
day. 

Cooke and Miss Rotbert write from Mos- 
cow a newsy and interesting letter, from 
which I extract the following: "We have 
been here a week ; our success Is tremendous 
There are many acts here In Moscow at 
present who have had all kinds of trouble 
at tbe frontiers. For instance, an acrobatic 
act bere on tbe same programme with ns, 
who have used their acrobatic pad for years, 
were compeHed to pay a very heavy penally 
or leave it at the frontier. Yesterday wc 
dined with the representative of The Hew 
York Journal, Who is making a tour of the 
world. He tells me that he met Robblns, 
tbe American bicyclist, In St. Petersburg. 
His opening Is delayed owing to his bicycles 
being held at the frontier. Smith and Do- 
reto (my former partner), who are at the 
opposition Theatre Yard, had tbelr revolver 
and blank cartridges taken away from them 
at the frontier, and were nearly arrested, na 
the Russaln government does not allow fire- 
arms in the country. They have borrowed a 
gun now, which they are using, aod had to 
have a permit from the police before they 
could use It. I brought with me two guns 
and five hundred cartridges, and shoot my 
gun every night.. I have no permit, and 
there Is nothing said about It. So you sec 
this Is all lack ; if tbe officials want to be 
mean they can, do anything. My advice to 
artists coming to Russia is, first of all, to 
be very polite, and don't use newspapers In 
any part of your trunk to cover or wrap any- 
thing, as they fear 'write ups' against the 
government. For Instance, the people hero 
In Russia are ignorant of the Servian dis- 
aster, as the papers were not allowed la 
the country. Houdlni, the handcuff king, has 
finished his engagement at the Yard, and 
opens at the Zoological Gardens.

Since the Immense success of this first,

These preliminary remarks are merely 
to accentuate the fact that with the advent 
of the modern sextette comic opera and mu- 
sical comedy has added another division 
of the chow people to tbe former two, the 
Principals and chorus.

ELLIS F. GLICKMAN. 

One of the most Important theatrical deals 
Chicago has known fn several months was 
recently consummated In the alliance of Bills 
F. GUckman and U. L. Crescy — two men 
who have been prominent in distinctive lines 
of Western amusement. Through this combi- 
nation of Interests the GUckman Theatre, 
which has for some years held a unique po- 
sition In Chicago theatricals, passes from 
the uses of the most successful Yiddish 
stock companies the West has ever known, 
and will In future be devoted to dramatic 
stock and plays given In English. Mr. Gllck- 
man's career as a Yiddish actor and mana- 
ger has been marked by a series of hard 
struggles, earnest endeavor and tenacity 
which hoe finally resulted In emphatic suc- 
cess. Born In Kletf, Russia, thirty-three 
years ago, his environment gave little en- 
couragement for his penchant for dramatic 
art. tils father, a firm opponent of the the- 
atre, never entered one, or knowingly per- 
mitted any member of his family to do bo. 
The younger GUckman, however, was in- 
fatuated with the drama, and would fre- 
quently steal away to see a performance. It 
Is recorded of him that when nine years old 
he often paid two rubles to see a clasBlc 
play. The young man chafed at the fraternal 
restrictions ana at the age of seventeen 
went to London to indulge his dream of 
some day becoming a great tragedian. For 
six months he acted as a super in a Yiddish 
theatre In the British metropolis, but, be- 
lieving that America offered greater oppor- 
tunities for his ambitions, be emigrated to 
New York, where he played small parts In 
the Yiddish productions. His early experi- 
ences were those common to struggling 
genius. His ability, however, had attracted 
attention, and at a critical moment a friend 
who recognized his talent sent him over 
New York State as a "star." He rapidly 
became a favorite with Eastern playgoers. 
Recognizing the opportunity that was open 
to the manager enterprising enough to es- 
tablish a Yiddish theatre among Chicago's 
Immense Jewish population, Mr. GUckman 
determined to be that man. Entering the 
Western metropolis In 1806 with only $200, 
he established a theatre In Old Metropolitan 
Hall, on Jefferson Street. His success was 
Immediate and spectacular. Metropolitan 
Hall being too small for the accommodation 
of his patrons, Manager GUckman acquired 
the old Lyceum Theatre, In Desplalnes Street. 
This was remodeled and opened In February, 
1001, as Gllckman's Theatre, the seat of the 
GUckman Stock Co., which has enlisted at 
various times the services of some of the 
most famous players on the Jewish stage, 
among the more prominent being: Ellas 
Rothsteln, Mme, K. Llpzln, Mr. and Mrs. 
Blgmund Felnman, Boris Thomaaacheffsky, 
David Kessler and Max Rosenthal. Mr. 
GUckman sometimes appeared with his com- 
pany. Among the characters in which he has 
won special favor are Sbylock, King Lear and 
Uncle Tom. Some Idea of the magnitude of 
the enterprise mo; be gleaned from the 
statement that the salary list was frequently 
from $2,600 to $3,000 per week. The season 
of forty-six weeks was devoted to a reper- 
tory of the works of the best Jewish authors, 
ranging from the lightest comedy to the 
heaviest tragedy, and from vaudeville to 
grand opera. The company won the warmest 
commendation of the critics for Its excel- 
lent production of the leading plays of 
Sardou, Ibsen, Sudermann, Hugo and Shakes- 
peare. By the terms of Mr. Gllckman's as- 
sociation with Mr. Crescy, In the H L. 
Crescy Amusement Co., this painstaking and 
excellent Yiddish organization passes Into 
Chicago theatrical history. The GUckman 
Stock was by far the best organisation of 
Its class the West has ever known, and so 
thoroughly has It become established In favor 
among Chicago's vnst Jewish population that 
Its glory will remain fresh In memory for 
years to come. In his new business depart- 
ure Mr. GUckman will have the active 
management of the U. L. Crescy Amusement 
Co.'s affairs — he will be the moving spirit 
In nil Its business deals, he will manage 
Gllckman's and the Marlowe Theatre, In 
Chicago, and will direct the road tour of 
"A Gambler's Daughter," "Out of the 
Fold." "A Ruined Life," and Buch other at- 
tractions as the company may see fit to 
put upon the road.

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U1TMAKK BUILDING DEDICATED. 

gome months ago the members of the house 
f m Wltmark A Boos, without an; display, 
laid the cornerstone of their new building on 
West Thirty-seventh Street, Just off Herald 
souare. New York. A few mementos laid 
sway, a Httle wort with the silver trowel 
and mortar, a silent grip of the handa all 
'round, and that was all. The construction 
of the new building wag officially commenced, 
imil the life long dream was at last In the 
way of becoming a beautiful reality. 

In striking contrast to the simplicity of 
this ceremony was the dedication reception 
which took place In the completed structure 
on Tuesday, Aug. 4. The Interest of scores 
of actors, composers, managers, concert and 
vaudeville singers are so Interwoven with 
the business of this house that the occasion 
uf the dedication ma; be said to have been 
nf Interest to every person of any prominence 
in lie theatrical profession. Although the 
story of the Wltmarks' phenomenal rise to 
their present position has been told, we feel 
(hat a snort resume of the career of this 
bouse will be of Interest to our readers. 

About twenty years ago one of the Wlt- 
mark brothers was awarded a prise of a 
printing press lor excellence In mathematics 
at school. This press was a small affair — 
merely a toy, but these enterprising boys 
bad not acquired K many days before they 
were engaged in a lively little printing busi- 
ness, which In three years' time grew to 
such proportions that the tiny press was dis- 
carded for a steam plant. Then, owing to 
the decided musical tastes and talents of two 
of the boys, they began printing and publish- 
ing sheet music In a small way. Shortly they 
became a music publishing Arm, and, as all 
of the boys were under age, "they looked 
about (as Marcus Wltmark, the father, jok- 
ingly says) for a figure bead, and Just took 
me. So that Is bow the firm became known 
as the bouse of M. Wltmark & Sons. After 
h few wholesome reverses and a few great 
successes the bouse became established as a 
power in the music publishing world, and It 
bas gained an Impetus from the youthful 
bard work, talent and straight dealing of Its 
members, which Is constantly Impelling It 
forward and upward. 

The guests who were fortunate enough to 
receive an Invitation for the dedication 
ceremonies the other day were probably as 
much entertained in the mere Inspection of 
the building as they were by the excellence 
of the musical programme provided. Be- 
ginning at the top of the building, the visi- 
tors were amazed to find a department which 
few persons realise has any connection with 
the music publishing business. Owing to the 
prevalence of musical comedy, farce and 
opera the theatrical and musical professions 
have become Interwoven jndlssolubly. Here 
on the top floor of the Wltmark building 
one sees the Wltmark library and agency. 
The agency, the business of which is to flt 
out productions With casts, from chorus to 
alar, occupies a magnificent suite of apart- 
ments, reception rooms, piano rooms, and 
business offices. This agency has placed 
more than. eight hundred chorus people this 
Summer and Is constantly making new en- 
gagements. It does much of the business for 
such prominent managements as the Frob- 
mans, the Sbuberts, Henry Savage. Weber 
& Fields. Julian Mitchell, F. C. Whitney 
and Manager Hamlin. On this game Boor is 
also the Wltmark library. It would take 
more space than Is here allotted to detail one 
quarter of the work done by this Important 
department. In the library are thousands 
nf manuscripts, classic and modern. 
Through Its agency musical comedies, 
farces, sketches and operas are rented to 
theatrical producers and amateur organiza- 
tions, royalties are collected for the authors 
and composers, and new works are brought 
to the notice of prominent managements. 
Although the library is totally disconnected 
from the publishing business, and has nothing 
to do with the publishing of operas, etc., 
yet Is seems appropriate right here to say 
that out of the current musical productions 
and those which will be produced next sea- 
sun the house of Wltmark controls the pub- 
lishing rights of almost fifty. Among these 
holdings are the following great successes : 
'The fortune Teller." "Dolly Varden," "King 
Podo." "Babes In Toyland," "The Tender- 
foot," "The Wlxard of Os," "A Chinese 
ilopevmoon," "When Johnny Comes March- 
ing Home," "The Princess Chic," "The Bur- 
gomaster." "The Yankee Consul." "The 
Prince of Pllsen," "I'eggy from Paris." "Mr. 
Pickwick," "The Sultan of Sulu," "The 
Storks," Harrlgan * Braham's new songs. 
Weber & Fields' productions, "Miss Napo- 
leon" (for Anna Held), "Wire Walkers," to 
lie produced by Frank Daniels, and numerous 
others. 

The building is complete In every depart- 
ment, and Is admirably adapted to the UBe 
for which. It was built. 

At eleven o'clock the exercises were com- 
menced by an orchestra of sixteen pieces 
playing "The Star Spangled Banner," which, 
as Be Wolf Hopper wittily remarked after- 
wards, "was the only number of the pro- 
gramme not published by the Wltmarks.' 
He said that be thought It was unusually 
generous of a music publisher to exploit any 
publication' except his own. The Honor- 
able Ferdinand Levy made a fine address, 
In which he paid a glowing tribute to the 
"Wltmark boys," as he called them, whom 
be said he had known since they were mere 
children,. and of whose energy, straight for- 
ward dealings and talents he spoke very 
highly. After this address, which was warm- 
ly applauded, the orchestra, under the di- 
rection of Theodore Bendix, played the dedi- 
cation . march, especially composed for the 
occasion by the distinguished composer, Vic- 
tor Herbert, and which was vociferously re- 
demanded by, the audience. De Wolf Hopper 
then made one of his witty speeches, and 
stopped- his chaffing of the audience long 
enough to pay a really heartfelt tribute to 
the members of the firm, whom, he said, "hp 
[elt proud to number among his friends." 
Mr. Hopper said that be attributed the Wlt- 
Mw success to the manner In which they 
knew how to bandle people, and that he con- 
sidered this business acumen remarkable. 
'ouplcd as It Is, In their case, with true 
artistic temperament. He also, In' a few 
humorous remarks, congratulated Julius Wlt- 
mark on having forsaken the precarious pro- 
fession. of a play actor for the more substan- 
tial music publishing business. Then followed 
a musical programme of such variety and 
'barm that the large audience could scarcely 
■ enticed away from It to the farther 
end of the room, where a fine collation was 
sarved.' Many numbers on this programme 
"ere conducted by the composers, and, as 
••very msn was on his mettle, It may well 
l* said that each composition wss played In 
"* perfect a manner as possible. On the 
Kocramme were such prominent composers

Early on tho morning of Aug. 7 the most 
d I ms tron a circus wreck on record occurred 
at Durniid, Mich., when the second section 
of the Wallace Brothers' (Jig CltcVis crashed 
into the lint In toe Grand Trunk Ralllrny 
ynrds at that rilncc, killing twenty- three 
persons outright, uiid Injuring more. than h 
score of others, some of whom- have 
since died. After tho exhibition at Char- 
lotte, night of 6, the two trains left for 
Lnpoor over tho Grand Trunk road, tho 
second section leaving a half hour after tho 
llrat. At 11.48 o'clock the first srjctlon- pulled 
Into the west end of the Grand Trunk yards. 
Engineer 1'ropst, who was running tho en- 
gine of the rear train, says he saw the red 
danger signal ahead and applied tbo air- 
brake, but to his horror It refused to work. 
He reversed his engine, but tho momrntO.ni 
of tbo heavy train behind was too great, 
and with a crash that aroused all of tbo 
town near the yards the two trains met. 
Tnree cars of the stationary first section 
were telescoped and the engine and flvo enrs 
were demolished. Tho rear of tho first sec- 
tion was a caboose. In which the trainmen 
were sleeping, and the next two were tilled 
with sleeping rlrcua employes. Tho great- 
est loss of life was In the caboose. Ono of 
the wrecked cars of the second section was 
occupied by Ave elephants and several camels. 
One of the elephants and two camels were 
killed. Tho other animals and their trainer 
escaped. With the exception of this enr, 
none of the menagerie was wrecked, the 
other demolished cars containing canvas or 
wngons. As soon as they recovered from 
the first shock the circus men rushed among 
the rages, (piloting (ho beasts that wero ex- 
cited. Many feared at first that same of 
tho menagerie hnd escaped, us some of 
the animals could be heard crying. 
The lire whistle was immediately sounded 
and tho whole town was aroused. 
Tho rescuers could sco tho unfortunates 
through the tnngled wreckage nnd went earn- 
estly to work to extricate them, and a wreck- 
ing crew was on tho scene In n very few 
minutes, bringing tools nnd equipment In 
plenty. All tho physicians and trained 
nurses In town were scut for, and those In 
nearby places were also rushed to tho scene. 
Tho Hotel Richelieu was converted Into it 
temporary hospital, mid scores of volunteers. 
with stretchers wore In readiness to carry 
tint Injured there an fast ns llio rescueis 
could extricate t hem. The dcUd, many of 
them so terribly mangled that Identification 
seemed Impossible, were carefully laid oil 
I ho ground a short dlstnnce from tho scene. 
By o'clock a corps of twelve physicians 
wero operating on llio Injured nuu dressing 
i heir wounds In the temporary hospital. 
Four of the Injured died at the hospital be- 
fore. 8.110 o'clock. When tho wrecking train 
crews hnd finished pulling to pieces tho 
broken curs seventeen dead men (a majority 
of whom were killed while asleep) wero lying 
on tho grass awultlng removal to tho 
Morgue. The circus performers wero on llio 
rear of the second- section, nnd escaped In- 
jury.

At this time Jenny Llnd was singing In that 
city, and she was; at the supper and sang tbe 
bird song. Mr. Stone was presented with 1 
service of silver. Early In the Fall of l$.-u 
be appeared at the Old Bowery Theatre, New 
York, under Hamblln's management H's 
success was so great that he was secured 
by F. S. Ch&nfrau, then manager of the 
Chatham Theatre. At the Old Bowery 
Theatre be crowded that temple from pit 
to dome : In fact, the crowd outside the the- 
atre, unable to gain admission, was larger 
than within the house. Owing to the pre- 
vious engagement of James Wallack, Stone 
was obliged to close after six nights. Stone 
was then secured by Chanfran. As Hamblln. 
refused the loan of his ring for nn opposition 
house, Chanfrau engaged one hundred men, 
and with teams hauled cartloads of clay from 
Harlem, and built a clay ring on the stage. 
For six nights the old National was densely 
crowded to see this equestrian. On May J, 
1851, be sailed for Europe by tbe steamer 
Artie, and opened at Dmry Lane Theatre, 
where he remained for four weeks. On th>! 
occasion of his benefit, seven thousand tick- 
ets were sold, and (except opera), there was 
more monev taken at the box ofllce than ever 
before. The London Time* said Stone was 
the best bareback rider ever seen In that 
city. He then made a continental tour. He 
was In Dublln^fonr weeks, Glasgow three 
wfeks, and returned to America In 1855, via. 
the sailing ship Ocean Queen. He ar- 
rived home after a passage of forty days. 
He then joined Van Amburgb & Mables 
circus and went South. On Dec. 14, 1857. 
Van Amburgh & Co. opened at the Old 
Bowery Theatre, New York. The company 
consisted of Eaton Stone, -the Nlcolo Fam- 
ily, Richard Hennln'gs, H. H. Perry, Den 
Stone (clown), and the performing elephant 
Tlpnoo Salb. James it. Nixon was eques- 
trian director, H. White, ring master, and 
I'rof. Langwortby entered the den of per- 
forming animals. Eaton Stone took a 
lienellt Jan. 27, 1858, when he appeared as 
• lown for the first time. The following 
two seasons be traveled through tbe South 
wltb Van Ambnrgh. When the rebellion 
broke out be was In the Sooth, and In one 
of the towns the citizens were ho Incensed 
at a remark made by one of the showmen, 
that a mob dragged tbe cages of wild ani- 
mals to the public Bquare nnd was about 
"ettlng them afire when Eaton Stone ap- 
lieared on the scene, and assured the crowd 
that there was not an* abolitionist In the 
"'inpany, and all was serene. He was 
then one season with Thayer & Noyes, and 
during the Summer of 1882 he appeared In 
"nslilngton, D. C, with James M. Nixon's 
Circus. Then followed Cook's Four- 
teenth Street Circus, and various others. 
Then followed seasons with S. O. Wheeler, 
Llpninn River Show, and one year at Graves 
J-™. He retired from the profession about 
ISO'J nhd purchased a lot of ground at 
1 rnnklln (Nutley), N. J. He erected a hand- 
""me private hippodrome fitted up for a 
training school, and some of our best eques- 
] flans have put In months of hard practice 
"'re- On his farm he has a large quarry 
•<< brnwnstode for building purposs, that 
iins been a source of considerable revenue 
r «»r him. In February. 1804. a committee 
■mm Nutley had Mr. Stone give the use of 
"he trainhij- school for an amateur clrciiR 
performance. There were many amateurs. 
Including the Orange Athletic Club. Fred 



Uimnells, n well known professional, ap- 
iieared. The entertainment wan for the 
benefit of the Red Cross. There were 700 
persons present nt tbe afternoon show. At 
Nutley Mr. Stone resided tbe last days of 
Ills life. In daring, Eaton Stone was unsur- 
passed and his act, which was accomplished 
upon a barebacked steed, was wild and fear- 
ful. He would urge his horse to his utmost 
speed, and, without saddle or bridle, some- 
times standing upon the back of the animal 
and sometimes seated upon bis flanks, holding 
on, one scarcely knew how, he careened 
around the arena wltb a velocity almost 
painful to look at. 

Mourns Pf.yseii, who was connected with 
tbe theatrical profession of San Francisco 
for a number of years, was found dead in 
his room, In that city, on July 20. Death 
was due to heart disease. Mr. Peyser wax 
n native of New York City, and was born 
In 1844. During recent years he bad been 
usslstant treasurer of the Baldwin Theatre, 
San Francisco, and other houses under con- 
trol of Al. Dayman. Since the burning of 
the Baldwin Theatre he had been door- 
keeper of the Columbia Theatre, In the above 
city. 

Jons F. Moras-, formerly a musician, died 
at his home in Dnnbury, Conn., on Aug. 6. 
He was born In that city on Oct. 10, 
18U1, and played upon the trombone and 
baritone burns for several seasons In the 
band with llurnum & Bailey's Circus, Ring- 
ilng Bros.' and later with the "Uncle Hiram ' 
Co., nnd other traveling organizations. Ills 
wife, a brother nnd tbree sisters survive 
1,1m.

A. P. DANIELS. 

Numbered among those who develop the- 
atrical fields and extend the vogue of theat- 
ricals the scenic artist has rightful place. 
Of the numerous company of knights of the 
brush A. P. Daniels ranks In prominence 
with tbe best artisans In bis line. Under bin 
management, and because of his Industry, tbe 
Daniels Scenic Studios of Chicago are known 
far and wide. Examples of his workmanship 
and the products of bis studios are to be 
found in theatres In every State In the 
Union. Mr. Daniels entered theatrical life 
us a member of Lawrence Barrett's company, 
playing boy's roles, and was with that or- 

fanlzatlon when Mr. Barrett achieved the 
hen remarkable feat of playing two towns 
In one day— New Orleans and Mobile. In 
New Orleans, where, in 1858, be waa born, 
he first started to learn the art of scenic 
painting, working on tbe paint bridge at La 
Varieties Theatre, as a paint boy. Ills flrst 
serious essay at theatrical life was In 1885, 
when he joined 3. H. Htverly'a forces. In 
Chicago. After aeveral years with Mr. Hav- 
erlv he took Robert Fulton (now manager of 
Trocadero, Chicago) upon the road as a boy 
magician. Later he formed a partnership 
with James Mass, a clever comedian of hla 
day. Afterward he, for a time, left the show 
business and entered the employ of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Co., as their first trav- 
eling salesman, and for three years made 
considerable money. He was thus enabled to 
form a partnership with Robert Manchester, 
and put upon the road tbe Night Owls. Dur- 
ing the second year of bis partnership with 
Mr. Manchester Mr. Daniels entered Into 
a partnership with the late James A. Herne, 
opening the Casino Theatre, Chicago, as a 
vaudeville house. Later they closed out 
their Interest to Snellbaker & Hopkins, Mr. 
Daniels arranging to continue with Mr. 
Herne. He, however, decided to remain In 
Chicago, and engaged in several theatrical 
enterprises. Finally be entered Into a scenic 
painting partnership with Iteubla Merrlfield, 
which continued until Mr. Merrlfield went to 
New York. Tbe Daniels Scenic Studio was 
continued os a firm until Jan. 1 last, when It 
was converted into a corporation, tbe heads 
of tbe various departments being taken into 
the concern.

3. W. AILBN.— IHB NBW ERA, 1832-52. 

"The twenty years following the publica- 
tion of Mcndhelm'B collection of 1832 was 
the period during which the foundations of 
the modern problem may be said to have 
been fairly laid. A new era In problem 
composition opened toward 1840. By 1840 
the problem of Mendhelm and Lewis was al- 
ready moribund. New composers, some of 
them men of remarkable talent and origin- 
ality, had taken the field, with now methods 
and Ideals. A new school was arising. The 
number of problems published year by year 



was now much greater than It had been In 
1830, and It was a number tbat steadily In- 
creased. Tbe Increase In tbe number of 
fterlodlcals devoted to chess strongly stlmu- 
ated problem composition, both by affording 
new outlets to composers and by giving a 
wider circulation to the beat problems. In 
Staunton's Oheu Plavcrt' Chronicle, 1841, 
we find positions by D'Orvllle, Anderssen, 
Kleserltzky and Petroff. 

"Ail the cblef agents In tbe development 
that was taking place — Bone, Bolton, Angas, 
D'Orvllle, Brede, Knlper, Anderssen and 
Kllng — were already active In 1840. Though 
the work of tbe last two of these was on 
the whole later than that of tbe others, vet 
to a great extent they were all composing 
simultaneously. It will be well, for tbe sake 
of clearness, to give tbe chief publications de- 
voted to chess problems during tbls period In 
chronological order. 

"First of the aeries of books that opened 
the new era of problem construction was 
Augusta d'Orvllle's Problem* d'Bchtct, 1842 ; 
followed by Brede's collection, 1644, and In 
1845 Kulper published, In English, sixty 

§roblems by Anderssen, along with alxty of 
Is own composition. In 1847 appeared a 
collection ('Der Bohachkuenitter) by A. 
Mchtcnstcln ; In 1840 Kllng's collection. The 
Oheu Euclid, waa published, and In 1852 
' Anderssen lasued. In German, a definitive 
edition of his problems, which contained 
many that bad not appeared In 1846. Neither 
Bone nor Bolton published collections, bnt 
Bolton's last problem appeared In The Chen 
Plauer'e Chronicle, 1881. Bone completed bis 
work some years earlier. And, while upon the 
biographical aspect of the subject, I must 
not omit to mention tbe publication at Paris, 
in 1848, of Alexandre's great representative 
collection. Problem! d'Echect, a valuable and 
Important work, affording a very complete 
summary of all tbat baa been done since 
Stnmma. It contains over 2,000 positions, 
and to tbe present day student of early prob- 
lem development Is an Invaluable conveni- 
ence, while It must have been of great value 
to tbe problematists of Its time." 

This great collection, equaled In extent 
only by American Ghest-Nutt, Is mostly 
known by its English title. The Beavtiet of 
Chen, published In London, by Barthes 4 
Lowell, though Alexandre's preface Is dated 
from Paris. — Miron.

ALICB FIBCHRR, 
Whose picture appears on the front page of 
this Issue, seems destined to occupy a unique 
place In theatrical history, for up to the pres- 
ent writing she is the only player ever ele- 
vated to the position of a stor In a night. 
The event took place at Wallack's Theatre 
on the second of last September, when she 
essayed' Ihe leading role In Grace Living- 
stone Furnlas' farcical comedy, ".Mrs. Jack. ' 
Miss Furnlss wrote the play with Miss 
Fischer— a friend of many years — In mind 
for tbe title role. Miss Fischer then brought 
the play to the attention of Henry B. Har- 
ris. He accepted It immediately, and made 
the actress an offer to atar In the role of 
Mra. Jack. Miss Flicher declined. Mr. 
Harris tried to persuade her that "sbewas 
strong enough to carry the full weight of 
a production upon her shoulders." Miss 
Fischer asserted that all sb,e desired was the 
opportunity of creating the title role, ns sho 
thought It peculiarly suited to ber person- 
ality and methods. But whether she would 
have It or no, tbe first nlghters at Wallack's 
mnde her a star by unanimous verdict, nnd 
the following day Mr. Harris plnesrdMl New 
York with hastily prepared "three sheets,' 
heralding the advent of a new stellar lumin- 
ary.
